(Historical Wote; Estonia bocamo an 
indapendont republic on 2h February 1918) joined the non-aggrassion pact with 
Oemauiy ia 1939) was occupied by the Russian Aruty in June 19U0) was annexed ao 
the Estonian SxEH on 3 August 19I4O; was overrun by the Oorroana in 19bl; and was 
retaJcon by the USSR in 19hli.) ' 

3. REUffi probably told tl-» truth about :dLs childhood and the circumstances 
concerning his firct arrect In June 19 LjO for tearing down the Soviet flag and 
replacing it with the Estoaian national flag,’ He clain»d that he spent nine 
months in an NK7D prison for this incident. 

U. During his Icprisonment hia parents moved to Qermany, Through their 
intervention, a*ccording to HEINEj he was released from prison with a "apoclal 
transport of prisonara" and resettled in Germany in Apiil 19lil. This part of 
his story is beyond credulity. His parents, living in Germany, In no way 
could have aeoumd hla release from an Estonian NEVD prison. It is believed 
that during those nine months in prison, HEINE was recruited by the RIS as an 
inforreant, 

5. In August 19bl HEINE stated that several Estonian volunteer oolts were 
formed In Oenoany. He claimed ha joined one of these units and fought against 
the Soviets froa 19bl to 19bb. From August 19b3 to Narch 19hh he attended an 
Officers ' Training Course in Bad Tol*, Germany, HSINB has since been unable to 
recognize pictures of instructors and students who are known to have been at 
this training center during the time that HEINE claimed he was there* FUrtber, 
rjeabera of these Bstonian units claim that very little, if any, of HEIKB*b 
story about his military service or his exploits is true, 

6. HEINE stated that in August 19lib he was shell-ohoctod during fighting 
near Tartu, Estonia; and while unconscious, he was taken prisoner by the Soviets, 
Apparently at that time he was in the uniform of a junior-grade SS officer. 
According to eisigre sources. It seems that HEINS never tells this part of his 
story the same way twice. The story, not a new one, has the fanHiar ring of 

an RIS legend created to give plausibility to the transfer of an agent from one 
scene of action to another. It seems too uabellsvabla for HEINE, in a Qeman 
officer’s nnlforx, to have acknowledged, after capture, that he was an Estonian, 

For, at this time, the Soviets bad occupied Estonia and considered Estoniaxw 
Soviet citizens. Therefore, HEINE WDuld be considered a traitor (that is, a 
Soviet citizen in German uniform fighting against other Soviets) and would have 
been ordered executed prongjtly, let, according to HEINE, though ha was ■ considered 
a traitor, he was moved to a PON canp near Moscow — but in March 19(45 he eseSMd. ' 
(You will note that „„the,yersion of this part of his story that he gave in Germany* ! 
differs from the C" (3 version. ) After a short period of freedon he was 
recaptured and sent to the vicinity' of Leningrad, In I9U6 ho escaped again and 
was able to get back to Estonia., 

7. The recount of these numerous arrests, escapes and transfore during this ' 

period follows the classic pattern of the legend given .by the RIS Ho agents whose 
mission was to ferret out anti-Soviet elements . By playing the role of a POff 
HEINE waa obeying his RIS orders but at the same tiiw - while undergoing oeteasibly 
what the other PCJVs were - he was winning the prisoners’ confidence and syn^jathy- 
The frequent '’escapes'’ from canpe gave him the opportunity to inform on the POffs' ■ 
and then to escape from their reprisal should hia camp informant activity have 
been blown, 1

8. According to HEINE, from June 19ii6 to 1950 he worked with the Estonian i 

partisans. By using false documentation he was able to travel even to Siberia 1 

to bring back displaced persons. "The persons I was supposed to bring refused 

to coos with me and ther^ore 1 brought others," Two points are wortityof note 
here: (a) at this time travel, oven for Soviets, was rigidly eontrolledj and 

(b) the substitution of parsons. This suggests that his travel to Siberia (if 
indeed he went) would go undetected only if he ware on an RIS mission to assist 
in the transfer of other penetration agents from one sceiw of action to another. 

?. Cfci 22 June 1950 he was arrested once more and found to have a weapon,pn 
his person- Once again the versions of this "arrest" differ. In the Ci Z3 
version he related that he was at first given the death sentence, v/hich was later 
commuted to life imprisonment. In the German version, he was given- tan years' ' 
forced labor. Then he claims (in both versions) to ?wve bluffed the Sovie-tfl into 
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giving hire 4 releose bGc»uce of hifl GarnAii nitionality, Tliifl part of his story 
lends plsuaibility to tha oupposition that by this tinsa HEINE had proved Ilia 
worth to his RIS officers and that the latter were considering his future. It 
ta thought that the years that fEIHE claijns he spent in the Arkangel'sk Oblast 
TTore actually spent in training for hifl dispatch to the Best, 

10. On the basis of available information^ iyo can speculate that tha mission 
assigned ly the RIS to HEINE consisted of imiaigrating to Canada whore his parents 
resided and where he could expect to receive assistance in establishing himself. 

After establishing himself there as a model anti-Connnunlst# ha would have the tasks 
of reporting to tt» Soviets on his fellow oountryaen - tha Estonians, and to create 
dlsoonl among then, yurther, it is our opinion that, on tha basis of information 
gathered about his intentions in 1957, HEINE’ s mission included moving to the ! 

Dnited States probably to pursue the same «ctivitieB there for the RIS. ‘ 

11. Our knowledge of HEINE since his iaaigration to Canada based almost ' t 

entirely on press and emigre reports. The Canadian Estonians claim that he has 

been a model citiaen and has been popular enough' to have received the most votes 
in the last National Council (of Eetonians) election. Hemever, since the elactlcn 
there has been a split In the Council and HEINE has been accused of being the 
behind- the-ooanes instigator of this split. Such activity follows the usual 
pattern. 

12. Acoordlng to a recent unsubstantiated emigre report, HEINE, using a 
false name, zaads a trip to Best Germany in the lastiear or two. He was seen 
there by soasone who recognliiod him. Be are trying to verify this information. 

Bould SMABOVB be able to give us any Inforniation concerning HEINE ’s absences 
from Canada during 1957 to 19^7 do Know that HEINE made trips to tha United 
States in 1957, 1961 and 1963} but it is possible that ho crossed tha border 
more often. It is also possible that if he Indeed did mak® the trip to Germany, 
he could have left from and returned to the United States, using false documenta- 
tion, ■ , 

13. la addition, could SUABOVE, provide us information on HEINE'S activities 
since his arrival - in Canada. 7fe are particularly iaterosted in reports from 
Bstonlans concer nin g diacord among them that could. be traced back to HEINE’S ' 
instigation. Be would also be interested In SHABQ^ comae nts re this analyBiB, ‘

After Subject's capture ho was taken to the headquarters in Tartu located 
on t!'.o corner of Saoveok.i and Tcohe Streets. Interrogations tvere conducted 
an Russian throuch an interpreter for a period of 2-5 houro. Subject was^ 
questioned on personal data, technical details, the strength and ar.ts of 
tine 20th Division and tho n.cr.cs of the kigSior ranking officers . Subject 
fi.dnitted to being of Estonian origin . 

Subject docs not roroenber nanes of anyone during this period. He was 
interrogated by a captain and two lieutenants of the Soviet Ar.ciy. 

Subject was sent to the assembly point for P0’.7s located in Hopka six 
or seven kil.ometers from Tartu. ■.'he:-e were about 700 Germans and 50 .BSEKsai! 
Estonians. (Subject remembers one Endel KULJUS, ICreis J^arjunaa). After 
two or three days all prisoners were transferred via Voru to Petseri 
(about 90-100 kn). Since subject was in a. weakened condition, he was 
carriee by his comrades as far as Voru and later transferred to a horse 
drawn cart. ^KSes.T>a 

In Petseri (southeast of Estonia _) the prisoners were sent to a transient 
camp located circa 4-5 km from Petsei-i. The exact name and location of 
this camp is unknown to subject. After about seven or eight days at 
this place tho prisoners totalled IpOO men--subject doesn't remember 
any of their names--all of whom v.ere loaded on a 'train and after 
travelling for l^i- days the transport of prisoners arrived in Leningrad. 

This was mid-September 1944. Uffioers •.■.•sre separated from enlisted men 
and sent to another camp near koscorr. During the trip the officers (the 
were only 4 ) were escorted by one sergeant and 2 -sentinels, and v/ere 
detained in a separate train cc.upar cment apart from civilian travellers, ' 

and 

Su'ojcct hid his Soldbuch, pocket map,/EK II under a tree near Laitikuela 
(a village) in Estonia. 

In tho camp near J.Ioscow rherc were .about d,u00 Germans, I 4 Finns, 

1 Lithuanians, a few Hungarians and one Estonian. Subject does not recall 
■the name or number of that camp, all ho l;nows is that the camp is located 
near a former monastery and that in the vicinity are a large number of 
barracks . 

Subject suffered some aftereffects of the air bomb explosion (first para 
above) and remained in this camp until December 1944. 
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V/l\en subject was asked by us the nones of other prisoners with whom 
ho was interned, he maintained he could not remember. 

In the monastery the beds were 4-5 tiers and in the barracks only 2 tier 
beds . ' 

The priooners were not required to work but had to participate in the 
polloe-call for the camp area. The Pinnioh prisoners worked voluntarily 
In the sawmill. • 

Subject and the Lithuanian prisoner were interrogated 2-5 times in the 
camp. The interrogator was an older (50 years) Russian, wearing glasses ' 
with metal frames, circa 175 tall, moustach, very little hair and 
in military uniform without seaulettes. Interrogations were conducted 
in the office of the camp and the questions dealt with subject’s time 
in the S3. 

"Bewegung freies Deutschland" was working among the Germans. (.Subject 
never heard of "Antifa"). BfD carried out the investigations with the 
Germans. Other nationalities were not interrogated. 

In the course of Subject's internment at the camp, 4 Latvian officers— 

1 colonel and 5 of lower rank — arrived. Subject does not remember the 
names. , 

Near Moscow (a 3-4 hour trip by trainyi a Roumanian officers camp is 
located. The camp is in very good condition and the barracks are built 
part way into the ground. 

Before Christmas 19di: 6 Balts and 50 Hungarian officers escorted 

by 6 sentinels were trai.sported by. truck to the Roxxmanian officers camp. 
Subject stayed at th,\n ,ca-:'p over Christmas and after the holidays 
all the Balts were tr.'.ns-.-> rred to.Kizel in the Ural Mountains. This trip 
took 3-4 days by carriage and they were escorted by 3 sentinels. Kisel 
is a large coal mining town. First they were placed in a transient 
camp where there were about 800 other prisoners — Russian political 
prisoners, members of Vlassov Army, some Latvians and a Lithuanian. 

The Lithuanian was one Hapoleonis CERNIUS, born circa 1920 , who was 
the son of the former chief of the Lithuanian General Staff, CERNIUS 
was a second l.ieutenant. The work at this camp was done in three shifts. 
Subject worked in a brigade of 20 men who loaded and unloaded the 
incoming wood and other materials. The area of the mine in which subject 
worked had a diameter of 300-400 meters. 

At the beginning of March 1945 Subject escaped from POW camp and attempted 
to get back to Estonia. Subject originally planned to flee’ with CERNIDS 
but CERNIUS could not go because of badly swollen legs. 

Of the QOO men who were interned with Subject 500 had died by March 1945, 
Thore was a constant flow of new prisoners into the camp during Subject's 
internment. 
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At the beginning of iiarch 1945 during a bad snon storm when visibility 
was bad and ’^■ith the aid of CEnNIUS, Subject made his escape from the 
camp. Subject Tzas Traaring a Kuoolan . type kersey-lined Jacket and 
trousers ,v felt shoes. For food ho had 2 pieces of bread (ca 400 grans) 
and 10 boiled potatoes. Because of the weather train movements were 
temporarily stopped. The nines are about 4-5 kci from EXzel. Subject 
hid in the forest, about 2-5 km from camp, for l-^- days until the 
resumption of train traffic at which time Subject, hid in a coal train 
and concealed hlnoelf under the coals. The train personnel oonoioted 
of 5 persons. After a 2 day trip, the train arrived in a town called 
.’.iolotow. . , . 

Half frozen subject left the train and walked along the tracks. He had 
no documentation. Re spent a few days sleeping in waiting rooms and 
stealing food to keep alive. In mid-April 1945 i^i small town between 
Volkhov and Leningrad' subject was caught stealing a loaf of bread 
from a truck while workers were unloading to a warehouse. Subject was' 
apprehended, taken to a military command and questioned. At this 
inquisition subject gave his name as H E I N and not HEINE, and ^olffimed he 
was an Estonian 8Q ldie f~~on his way to IjsTonTa. Subject wa’s canedH5y ’ 

twosergearrts in the presence of an officer. The interrogations were 
conducted in Russian with an interpreter wlio veas of Finnish origin from 
Ingeriland. At this internment point the food was good, probably from 
the military kitchen. After two days here, subject was transferred to a 
ROw camp located in a bombed factory area somewhere between Leningrad 
and Moscow, circa 10-lb Itm from Leningrad. Tliere were about 20 
different buildings in this compound and the PQrf camp was located on the ' 
5rd floor of a factory building. In this factory building the prisoners 
performed such Jobs as installing air-compressors (Swedish made), cleaning 
and repairing the buildings of the factory, and some POiTs made aluminium 
kitchen ware. A demontaged factory from Germany arrived and was 
reconstructed in this area. All together there were about 3.000-4,000 
POWs in this camp. Subject does not remember the name of the factory 
area in which the camp was located. Another Estonian, name unknown 
to subject, arrived at this camp. This Estonian was a blacksmith . i 

with the 1st Battalion of tho 20 SS Division. 

At the end of December 1945 Subject was transferred with 300-400 other 
Estonians to Port of Beckeri in Tallinn/Estonia, where he remained until 
June 1946 . The camp was located on the seashore near Tallin-Kopll . 

Subject remembers the following Estonian prisoners interned at this camp:

There were about 4 OO- 5 OO priDoners in the camp in Bockeri. The carap 
waa ijMardQd by Estonian ooldiers from the Red Army. Subject does not 
romoraber any of the guards, names. The sentinels were kind and lenient. 

The prisoners' families v/ere permitted to visit and also send parcels ! 

v/hich were at times strictly examined. The food at this camp was better 
than the food subject had received in the Russian POW carap. Subject 
was, employed unloading sand and gravel trucks for a port bridge construction 
near the camp. Kis friend- Endel UUDELICUELL was r^orking in the saw mill 
outside of the camp. Some of the prisoners wore permitted time off during' 
the evening to go to town at which time they could wear civilian clothing 
but in the camps they had,^to wear the uniforms issued by the Red Army, 

On 26 or 29 July: 1946 subject and Endel UUDELKUELL fled from the camp in 
Beckori. Subject's reason for escape is that since the prisoners had a 
good relationship with the populace of the city the Russians started 
new investigations and subject was afraid that his idenity might be , 

found out even though he was r egistered as Erik HEIN and not as, 

E rik HEINE . Endel UUDEKBELL waslormeriy an agSVlt of'the Politicai 
Police in Rakvere. UUdekuell received a parcel with civilian clothing 
which he used for his escape and Subject stole civilian clothing from 1 

Lt. helmet. Later Subject wrote a letter of apology to Lt, Helmet for ( 

the theft. I 




One day Subject went Vfith the cre^^ to the saw mill and took with him 
the stolen civilian clothing. In a concealed portion in the saw mill 
the two men changed' into the civilian clothing and went to the 
seashore to Tallin. The saw mill v:as not closely guarded but had 
only moving patrols so escaping was not too difficult. When thotwo 
men arrived at the main station of Tallinn (called: Balti jaam), an 
aunt of UUDELKUELL was there with two train tickets to Rakke/Est, 

This aunt resided in Tallinn-Kopli , exact address and the name are unknown 
to subject, although subject claims visiting her one or two times later. 

The two men boarded a train headed south before noon and before sunset 

of the same day they disembarked in Vaegeva. This wae on the last 

day of July. For some unkno^TO reason to subject, the train was not ' 

checked. This waa very much out of the ordinary. 

The men were not documented. In the vicinity of the railroad Rakke 
Vaegeva was a farm that was owned by one OEUNAP (Not positive of spelling) 
who was obviously prepared for this visit of the two men by UUDEKUELA's 
aunt during her visits to Reckeri camp. The two men spent about 2-3 
days at the farm and departed in the direction of Tamsalu. From 
Tamsalu the two went to a village called Uudelruela where Endel 
UDDEKUELA's uncle lived also named . UUDEkTJELL. 

In Tamsalu Subject became acquainted with a girl one Rosa^LUP who was 
also known to Endel UUDEKUELL. She was employed as a switchboard operator 
in Tamsalu. ■ Subject corresponded with OLUP end has kept this correspondence 
until the present timei/-~N --

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Rosa OLUP through her cmploymont as a switchboard operator was able to 
monitor conversations between certain IIa'VD officials and several timoe 
warned Estonian Partisans before Racsias (possibly raids). 

\7hile subject was in Potraa and Puykova, he allegedly had a s/w commo 
setup with Rosa OLDP. Subject would take a sheet of v/hite paper which 
he oubmorged in cold water and while still wet put it on a desk or 
desk glass. On tho'wet paper he would place a sheet of dry paper and 
with a gray pencil he would write his secret message, \7hen the wet 
paper \^aa dry again he pressed the indented letters back so that the 
paper was again smooth and write another letter in ink on that now 
dry paper. When OLUP received the letter she put the paper in water again 
and hold it against a window which enabled her to road the secret letter. 

'i'ho letters were addressed to Rosa OLUP under the name: Erika KUUSIK, s® 
Tarnoalu/Est . isubject explained that all the personnel of the post ^ 

office knew that the letters coming in for IfUUSIK wore intended for ^

Subject returned to Tamsalu where Endel UUDELKUELL was waiting. The 
family 'JUERIIIAE supplied the, money and liquor and on the next trip to 
Tartu subject purchased the documents under the name Priit POLTSAMAA. 

The documents actually at one time belonged to a Priit POLTSAMAA 

who was a performer in the "Vanemuune" theater. The passport had a black 

wax like cover and about 10 letters inside.

man at the price of 2.000 rubles. ' Subject again changed photoi so that 
UUDElCUELL'a passport contained his own picture. 
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March 1947 aubject met two partisans in Tamsalu;

These partisans hid out in the village of Saunakuela in the cellars of 
two separate farm houses. 

One farm was owned by Dmnii'^ScUKK and the other owner cannot be -renenbered 
by subject. 

Subject and UUDSKUELL joined RAJUriSTE end PARTS going from place to 
place, sometimes alone and sometimes in a group. They would stop in 
different farms, villages and in forests. The last time they were in 
Saunakuela was over Christmas 1949*

Emi/^ASK, a farmer residing in Varangu near a school house, was a friend 
of all 7 of the- partisans. VASK had a daughter and two grandchildren 
who were deported to Tomsk in 1941. VASK had known RANNISTE previously. 

The partisans decidjJed to do a good deed for VASK^ a«ii subject, because 
he v;as a Russian speaker, consented to go to Siberia and bring back 
the daughter and grandchildren of VASK. 

■Subject took with him 10.000 rubles, part which was given by VASK and 
the rest collected by thfe partisans. Subject travelled by train to 
Tallinn, and from there purchased a one way ±z 2 LfcH± plane ticket to 
Moscow, departing on 9 August 1947 at 0900 hours from the Tallin-Uelemiste 
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airport. The only stop in the course of the trip wao in Leninf;rad. 
In the Moocow-ilaoannki railroad station subject purchased a ticket 
on the black narkot for 500 rubles (normal price 200 rubles) going 
to Novo-Sibirski . 



Jubject changed trains in Tatarski for Tomsk. 

From Tomsk subject took the steamer to Bodgornoe and from there via 
the river Pantsari trawlled by steamer to Kolpashevo. In Kolpashevo 
subject not circa 20 Estonian families (mostly women and children). 

From Kolpashevo subject walked and hitchhiked (had rides in American 
made btudebaker trucks--in civilian use) circa 100 km until he reached 
Pantschar. On several occasions throughout the trip subject was 
chocked by IIKVI) men for his documentation, still posing as POLTSAi,iAA 
he told them he was visiting his sister, and was left alone. 

Subject found VAOK's daughter working in one of the . several "kolkhozes” 
in Pantschar and remained with her in the "kolkhooe” for the entire 
day. That evening he was ordered to the main office of the "kolkhoz” 
and questioned on why he came here and from where he came and also 
his documents were again checked. The investigator was a Soviet 
major v/ho happened to be at the "kolkhoz” to check on a delivery of 
corn. Subject continued to claim t;:at he was visiting his sister. 

Subject slept in his "sister's" apartment and the next morning he 
was ordered to go to Pantschar where he was interrogated on the same 
subjects of the previous day. ^Then he told them he had come to take 
his "sister” and her children back to Estonia, he was informed that he 
had to have a certificate issued by the Estonian militia which explained 
who was going to be responsible for the children when they were back 
in Estonia. KTien it was noticed that subject was listed as an actor, 
he was ridiculed and accused of being a Nazi who entertained Nazi 
troops. Ho returned again to his ” sister 'd' poorly furnished and 
unhoated one room apartment . His"3ister" possessed an under nourished 
cow which gave only 2 liters of milk daily. She was employed in 
the "kolkhoz" as a cattle-woman. 




Subject had a passport for his "sister" but in spite of this she would 
not accompany him to Estonia. 

Subject returned to Kolpashevo v/he're he remained for a week.

Subject explained that there Is a restrlexed area in which deported 
people must remain and that periodically, some -weekly and some montily, 
these people must report to the UKYL. This group of deported people 
travelling with, subject were permitted to go as far as Bodgornoe' because 
in that area, about a 2 days walk, the r^^i^ a control point. Between 
Kolpaschevo and Bodgornoe the group^on^a small sl-iip and beyond Bodgornoe 
they travelled via steamer on the Ob River. The Ob River is noted 
for fishing although fi:hing'is prohibited for the civilian population. 

On the second day of the trip the ship ran 'into an underwater sandhill 
and was delayed for 6 hours— Because of this dela^ subject explains that 
the captain v/as permiV-cd to bypass the control^?o^mako up the lost time. 
In Novo-Sibirsk, another .control point, documentation was again not 
checked.. After a two day delay in Hovo-Sibirsk because of the inability 
to get tickets, the group finally purchased through tickets to Tallinn. 

In the waitingroon of the Moscow railroad station -was another control 
point. Two militia, men -were stationed at the door, one checked documents 
and the other stood guard. 

In order to get the group through the door without having a documents 
chock, subject approached the guarding militia nan telling him subject 
v/as from the Education Ministerium and that the militia man was to 
report there immediately. The militia man followed subject leaving the 
aoor unguarded and the travelling group took this moment to exit from 
the waiting room omitting the docu.ment check. The travelling group 
originally purchased tickets via Leningrad to Tallin, but sub j ect ' later 
exchanged these tickets for ones via Kiga to Tallin his explanation 
being docune.ntation clieck were less apt to happen on the latter route. 
Subject claimed that so many beggars travel on the first route there is 
a constant check. 
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Prom Rica the c^oup '.Talked to Tancalu/jCstonia. At this point they split ' 
up, Fenily . KIRIK and Mrs. REIDAK -^ent to Tallinn and the others travelled 
via Tuori to Viljendi. Later subject lioard that Linda LUIK was apprehended

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Additional information on i.ORE (previously mentioned on page 6) 

Navy Captain KORE was by profession a numismatist. He was nllogcdly 
killed in prison in Viijandi at tlic end of 1945 or beginning of 1946. 

In 1946 Mrs, KORE .gave subject and andel UUDEKUELL about 7 kg of silver 
coins, platin coins and rings. bubject and uUDSKlTELL hid the coins in 
a bath house (subject later corrected this to .hen liouse) .and each was 
authorized by the other to use the coins as they needed then. Subject 
claimed that UUDEKUELL drew from this source of income more often than 
subject did. 




In the prison in Tallinn subject was again searchea and sent to a cell. 

On tiTc third day he was called for an.l interrogated by a Kussian i;ajor 
in Russian with , the aid of an interpreter. Tl’.e i'ajorhdescription is strong 
build, ca 130 era, hair cut off, ca lOO kg. vhc interpreter's description 
is well dressed, 174 cn,.ca 70 kg, dark hair. 

Subject was instructed to tell the truth. r.e v.-as sent bad: to his cell 
for the night and the next day interro.gated by the same major but this 
tine the’ interpreter was a Jewish looking woman. He was again told to 
tell the truth, given cross examinations and asked questions on the 
20 SS Division, all of which subject ansv.ered negatively, '■'■'he major 
was relievo by another P.ussian nian, who confronted subject v/ith a roster 
of officers belonging to the 20 SS Division. The na me Erik HEIHE was 
pointed out and subject seeing it was hopeless to give false information 
at this point told, all about .the 20 SG Division. Tiie interrogation

Subject was repeatedly told to. tell everything he knew. The papers

'.vere ohov/n to subject and iio v/as asked if the oicnatures Tjerc his. 

!ioro i n t or roa'u t i ono v7ere conaucted the next nicl't and aubji.ct was asked 
if he p;'.r ticiiv.ited in the torture of Soviet citisens v.-hile ho was an ; 

o/^,ont of the Political Police. ^ 

After 2 weeks subject was transferred to cell tio. 3 alone r.'ith 2 other 
Ketonians, one imprisoned for distributint; anti-Sovio.t leaflets nnd the 
other, p. younfper nan, imprisoned for his Membership in the underground 
or^-anisation known as "Vaba Ecsti" (?ree Estonia). Subject does not 
rcncTT.bcr the na.nes of those two prisoners. Subject renainod in this 
cell for 3. days durine: which time he was r-Guin questioned on his activities 
of the last 4 years. 

Subject was then transferred to cell i.'o. 13 also containinc 2 Estonian 
prisoners (one of them a fnu PEDAK formerly in the German V/'chrmacht ) . 

In Docombor subject was transferrod to the pri.non In Tallinn on 
Patarei Street (formerly Estonian central pri son) ./Note on previous page i 
subject identified this building as the former Estonian V,'ar Department. 
Subject was again questioned about his -'ast, v^here and how he lived 
since his escape from the’ decker! prl; ’.mp (see page 2). 

Subject said he received money from his father a story similar to the 
one ho previously told about the coins -.vjjich were hidden in Tartu, ■ 

Lille Street and which previously belonged to Captain KOKE. Subject 
explained that during most of his winter travels ho spent most of the 
nights sleeping in railroad station waiting rooms and occasionally he 
would stay in hotels. He also told his interrogators how he bought and 
stole documents. ■

The council of the city of Tallinn -Fire Department was an anti-Soviet 
organisation. 

In one of the cells in the prison on Patarei Street in Tallinn the 
prisoners .awaiting the death sentence ;'were intc-rnea. Subject was sent 
to this cell for v.'hich he says wore psyc)ioloGical reasons. 

Subject decided to tell hia interrogators that he v/as not really an 
Estonian but of Germ3u;,^opi-g-in and pTOof'dr'this was Mis transfer in I 94 I 
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i'rora Kctonia to Gerr.any cg a r'olk Cernan. 

At firal.thc in terrojrators did not believe this nev^ story of subjects 
out after sciidinG subject beck to' his coll for 2 to 5 hours and then 
Inter rcintorrojatinp subject to clear !iis citisonship and nationality, 
lie v/as ackno'.vlcdt'ed as Goman. 

In February ,1951 subject'.s file ras assij'niea the 206 which meant that 
the invos'tica.tion on- subject was closed. Subject's ten year sentence 
was pronounced by a special .commission and he had to sijjn a paper which 
certified that ho had been told and aoceiited his sentence. 

There v;as no possibility for an appeal. 

At the end of April 1951 subject was sent to Pcresilka in Lasnamae-Tallinn 
and after one week he was transferred to Leninjjrad whore he was interned 
in a 5-3'tory building located near a park.

At the collection point in Kirov subject met 
one Lembit/^ENSA, an Estonian, b orn 1925, tiiey travelled together to 
the Kalcvnaja in Solikamsk. 

An' Estonian doctor . a fnti^KASK, was employed in the dispensary of Kalavnaja; 
he was the only doctor in the dispensary wlio refused to follow' orders of 
the IIKVD 'to send sick prisoners to work on extremely cold days. . Fnu KASK 
had formerly had a program on the Estonian radio during which time he 
gave a five minute lecture on health. 

Irene REBAKE was released and she and subject continued a correspondence. 
(Subject had a letter from REBANE in Russian). , 

In Augus t-September. 1951 subject was sent to .''alom v;here he remained until 
October 1952.

In Kar^opol .subject devised a .primitive typo compass which he intended, to 
use durinc n planned escape. '.;hon he '.veht to t'ne forest to perform nio 
daily work he took some oread, suyar and his compass, yor some reason 
ho was soarchca and when the items were discovered he was apprehended 
and sent back to Solikamsk. Solikamsk and the other prison camps were 
known in Russian as "Vse Sojusnoi Strafnak".

The doctor frequently received p.arccis fro:: home which were not checked g 
by. the guards, since doctor’s packages rarely were checked, and these ^ 

packages contained narcotics whic.h the doctor sold for biackmarket prices ( 
to ttie prisoners. "Plan", a narcotic in a smell bullet form with a dla.meteq 
of 2-3 mm, was sold for 9-10 inibles; 1 gran of morphine sold for 400 rubles. 
Government issued penicillin was given only on receipt of payment from 
the patients. 

In the camp a package of black tea sold- for lO-lp rubles the normal price 
in the shops being 3 rubles; vodka sold in the camp for 45 rubles and 
in the shoo for 21 rubles.

Durinc the winter , 1953/54 subject was transferred to Perevulku whore he 
stayed until Aufrust 1955.when the political prisoners were separated from 
the criminal prisoners. 

First subject ivas put to 'vork on railroad construction and maintenance 
teams, later he was assigned to the forest cutting fire, wood. 

From IIovoEibcr 1954 until May 1955 subject was confined to the hospital 
of the prison camp in Perevalka with yellow fever. 

In Perevolka subject had a German friend, one Ottc^^KIflSPSL, who at the 
present time is somewhere in V/est Germany. . 

August 1955 subject was transferred to Olp Kusmanski.

Titscskaja Partija Rossia". ALJOCHIN felt that subject, as a former German
